W H E A T . 


T h e C o rn e rs in C h ic a g o a n d N ew Y o rk 
a r e F a v o ra b le to R u ssia . 
W a s h in g to n , August 2d.—T h e State De­ 
partm ent is in receipt of an exhaustive re­ 
port upon Russian agriculture and the 
cereal trade, from United States Consul- 
General Way, at St. Petersburg. H e says 
the export of cereals from Russia in the 
past two years showjabnorm al increases, 
due to three causes: 
First, the enormous 
crops gathered from both the black lands 
and 
the 
arable 
prairies. Second, the 
depreciation oí the paper rouble, and third, 
the foolish practice of systems of “corners" 
in the United States. 
The arable lands of Russia and Europe, 
Mr. W ay says, excluding Poland, cover 
an Brea of 450,000 square miles. The 
wheat growers ol Kansas and Dakota will 
see at a glance that the area of that fertile 
territory, which, with the cheap 
labor 
of Russia, will always prove to be a 
formidable rival, and the m erchants of 
•Chicago and New York who im agine 
by 
cornering wheat 
that 
they 
will 
control 
the 
m arkets 
of 
the 
world 
can always take into their calculations the 
product of this country as an effectual 
check to their operations. 
Every “ corner” engineered in the United 
States makes an opportunity for Russia. 
Not one dollar is added to the im port of 
wealth in America, but exports from our 
country being stopped Russia steps in and 
gets rid of her surplus at rem unerative 
prices, but still far below the prohibitive 
values established in Chicago and New 
Y ork. 
As long a9 Russian wheat exists 
auy attem pt to force the western nations 
of Europe to pav artificial prices for Amer­ 
ican grain can but result in an absolute 
failure. Perhaps if this fact were known 
corners would become rare and infrequent. 


L A N D D E C IS IO N S . 


S e c re ta ry N o b le A ffirm s S e v e ra l D ecisio n s 
o f th e L a n d O ffice. 
W a s h in g to n , August 2d.—Secretary No­ 
ble has affirmed the decision of the Land 
Commissioner in holding for cancellation 
the soldier’s additional homestead entry 
m ade in the name of Archibald Oollaway, 
for three tracts of land in Shasta District, 
California, but as Joseph W . Jones pur­ 
chased Collaway’s interest, and has made 
m any im provem ents ou the land, and is 
now 78 years old, the Secretary directs that 
he be allowed ninety days in which to make 
a homestead or pre emption entry. 
The Secretary has affirmed the decision 
of tho same officer in rejecting Charles H. 
W right’s application to purchase a quarter 
section in Los Angeles District, California, 
under the Act of March 3, 1885. 
The Secretary also affirmed the decision 
of the same officer denying the petition of 
Neil A. Hill, of California, to have restored 
to him his right of pre-emption of 160 acres 
of land under the Act of June 3, 1878. 
As 
H ill did not specify any particular tract of 
land, his request was refused. 
The Secretary also affirmed the decision 
of the same officer rejecting Richard Stro- 
bach’s application to enter, under the Des­ 
ert Land Act, half a section of land in 
N orth Yaquina, District, W ashington T er­ 
ritory.

They are also killing off all the 
game in that section, and during one week 
slaughtered 400 deer for their hides only. 
The settlers are becoming aroused, and 
threaten to go upon a war of exterm ination 
unless som ething is prom ptly done to drive 
the red marauders apon their reservation 
and keep them there.

J a c k s o n (Miss.), August 2d.—A teleeram 
dated Rosedale (Miss.) was recived this 
afternoon, announcing the killing of Chas. 
M. Hull, editor of the Bolivar County Demo­ 
crat. to-day, by L. A. Weissinger, t, lawyer. 
H ull was prom inently connected. 
Weissinger is the editor of the Bolivar 
County Review, published in the same town. 
There has been an editorial fight between 
the two men for some time, and the last 
issue of the Review contains some pointed

2d.—The spectrum of Davidson’s comet 
was observed here by Mr. Keeler with the 
twelve-inch equatorial on July 1st, and 
with the thirty-six-inch equatorial August 
1st. 
The comet showed a spectrum con­ 
sisting of three som ewhat diffuse bright 
bands, which were found to be identical in 
position with the carbon flutings given by 
the blue flame of a spirit lamp. A faint 
lum inosity connected the bands so that the 
spaces between them were not perfectly 
dark. 
Tne nucleus gave a continuous spectram 
not extending Delow the D line, with slight 
brigbtenings at the positions of the carbon 
flutings. Such a spectrum would probably 
be given by tbe material of tho comet at 
an increased pressure. Although the comet 
is now rated at about thesixth magnitude, 
its spectrum is much fainter than that of a 
star of this brightness, on account of the 
diffusion of its light over a large area.

This kept me a 
week in Chinatown. 
W hen I came out I 
was arrested on a w arrant sworn out by my 
betrothed, who, ba< ked by my father,”sent 
me to San (¿uentin Prison for three vears, 
thinking to reform me. 
Being suddenly 
deprived of the drug I became a raving 
maniac and wa> for three weeks chained 
to the floor of a dark cell.

I have no pleasures, 
nothing but an existence that is painful 
except at times when I sit down alone and 
think over my dreams from the beginning, 
and th at is almost a punishment. 
I am 
going over to the European springs and 
sincerely hope I may be cured, for I fullv 
realize the fearful state I am in. 
“ Yes, 1 have compared n >tes with other 
smokers, and some never dream ; others 
dream the same thing over and over, hut I 
have never met any ore whose brain was 
as active as mine when under the influence 
of opium. 
There are not words enough in 
th e English vocabulary to express the 
longing which 1 have for a pipe at this 
very moment. 
W hy, my dear sir, if you 
would pile $20 gold pieces one upon an­ 
other the length aud breadth and higbt 
of this hotel, and on the ground l>eside of 
all this mass of gold lay one dope, one 
pipe and a lamp, and say to me, ‘choose 
between them ,’ I would unhesitatingly 
choose the pipe.” 
As he said this his hands clenched and 
his eyes blazed, but this soon passed away 
and left him as weak as helpless infancy. 
H is case, according to his brother, is a 


most peculiar one, as neither medicines nor 
treatm ent of any kind has any effect upon 
him. 
An orange and an onion taste alike 
to him, and he swallows a glass of cod liver 
oil just as easily as a glass of soda water.

W HAT TO EAT. 


H o u sek ee p e r’s S h ou ld U n d erstan d 
th e 
C h em iea l E le m e n ts o f F ood . 
There are few subjects of the day 
around which cluster so many theories as 
that of food. 
It is not alone the quantity 
hut the quality of what one eats th at satis­ 
fies the appetite and nourishes the body. 
No housekeeper has mastered the art of 
cooking who does not know something of 
the chemical elements of food, and the 
purpose it serves when taken into the sys­ 
tem, and it is particularly im portant th at 
she should know what will best supply the 
real needs of her growing family, as the 
more perfectly it is adapted to their wants 
the more vigorous will be the body and 
more perfect the development of muscle, 
ner'’e and brain. 
The first condition in the selection and 
preparation of food is to know w hat is 
adapted to the peculiar condition of those 
to be fed; the child requires food com­ 
posed of different elements from 
th at 
which best suits the adult, w hile the diet 
of the brain-worker who leads a sedentary 
life, and whose work makes heavy de­ 
mands on the nervous system, should vary 
from th at of a man of active pursuits, 
whose business calls him into the open air 
and furnishes him w ith exercise. 
The use 
of knowledge in cooking is to teach how to 
supplement one kind of food for another 
which coutains the needed elements in 
which the first is deficient. 
The substance richest in muscle-making 
is albumen, and is contained in the white 
of an egg and the lean of meat. 
The car­ 
bon needed to sustain the heat of the body 
is most abundant in vegetables and cereals 
which furnish a large amount of starch; 
oil is also of im portance in supplying car­ 
bon to the system, hut does not nourish 
the muscle. 
B utter is the least objection­ 
able of all fats; beef fat is more whole­ 
some than lard, while the fat from salt 
pork and smoked bacon is less injurious 
than th at from the fresh pork. 
Carbon is 
also supplied by the use of sugar, which, 
in moderate quantities, has no ill effect. 
N early all fruits are rich in sugar, hence 
their worth as food. 
Eggs contain a great 
deal of carbon, and are for th at reason ex­ 
cellent food to combine w ith articles com­ 
posed largely of starch. 
Phosphorous is 
another necessary elem ent of food, espec­ 
ially where nerves and brain are over­ 
worked, and is found iu fish, oysters, game, 
cheese, and some vegetables. 
M ilk contains all the necessary m aterial 
for nourishing the system, but it is not suf­ 
ficient for hard-working or grown people, 
who require more.solid food. 
Butterm ilk is wholesome, particularly 
in warm weather, on account of the lactic 
acid it contains, being an excellent tonic 
for the stomach. 
Bread and milk make a suitable diet for 
growing children, as they supply not only 
heat and muscle, hut are rich in m aterial 
for the growth of the bone. 
In feeding a family the wise house­ 
keeper should then consider well their 
wants. 
The healthy, fun-ioving boys who 
hunt, play ball and skate will require meat 
and rich food, while the little ones in the 
nursery and school room will relish deli­ 
cate, nourishing diet. 
W hen the weather 
is cold, carbon in the shape of heating 
food will be necessary, but in summer the 
cooling effects of fruit and vegetables will 
supply it iu better form. 
Variety of food is always to be obtained. 
Knowledge only is necessary to select that 
best suited to present needs.

“Shifting Scenes” is the title of a hand­ 
some volum e of poems by T. J. Richards, 
of this State. It is from the press of the 
Bancroft Company, San Francisco. 
Mr. 
Richards a few years ago had collected his 
poems and they were made readv for the 
press, when by the burning of the A. I,. 
Bancroft & Co. printing establishment, the 
collection was destroyed. 
The poet has 
since then collected the poems presented in 
this volume. 
Several of Mr. Richards 
poems have appeared in the R kcord-Union, 
and have unitorm ily met with the com­ 
m endation of our readers. 
Mr. Richards' 
style is simple, direct and has the fresh­ 
ness and ease of the sincere, cheerful, 
hopeful, sweet singer. 
H is is not effortful 
work, 
nor 
does 
he 
soar 
in 
lofty 
flights; 
but 
his 
thought 
is 
pure, 
its aim aspiring, and the vehicles of ex­ 
pression 
he chooses 
are gracesul and 
chastely embellished. 
There is a gentle 
vein ot hum or manifest in some of the 
num bers of the modest volume, and here 
and there flashes of wit. 
But for the most 
part Mr. Richards prefers to sine of lovely 
landscapes, of the friends whose dose com­ 
panionship is a heart treasure, of fair 
women, of patriotic occasions. 
But there 
are passing clouds in bis time, and some 
of the poems are touched with sadness. 
But in most part his is a hopeful course. 
In California valleys and nionntains, in 
her villagssand homes, in her genial clime 
and generous people, he finds suhjecis for 
poetic themes that are full of tender feel­ 
ing, and reveal a keen artistic sense and a 
love for the beautiful and orderly, and that 
indicate a turning away from the things 
disagreeable and unlovely.

T he scale-bugs must go ; 
are going in 
thLi vicinity as fast as any reasonable fruit­ 
grower could ask. 
Let us investigate a 
little. 
H ere is a beautiful young acacia 
tree. 
Ten months ago it had a very few 
scales on its trunk and larger branches, 
perhaps a dozen. 
Three months ago the 
entire surface of these parts was well nigh 
completely covered with scales. 
Let us 
exam ine it this m orning ; 
we find about 
tw o-thirds of the scales destroyed. 
W hat 
has done it ? 
Looking carefully we see 
many individuals of the two-stabbed lady­ 
bird (a sm allish black lady-bird with a 
round crim-on spot on each wing cover); 
by watching these a little we see them 
work loose the edge of the m ature scale 
and eat the egg mass beneath. 
Here, w hat 
is this homely, bristly, dark-brown thing, 
sluggish of motion, like some silurian 
monster in m iniature of bygone ages ? 
If 
we watch it we will see it gathering up the 
young scale-bugd and eating them as a hog 
does grains of corn. 
It is the larva of the 
two-stabbed lady-bird. 
H ereon the rough 
bark, around this knot, 29 of them have 
secured themselves by the posterior end, 
and have changed to pupa, from several of 
which the perfect beetles are emerging; 
here on the underside of this knot is a 
cluster of their dark yellow eggs. 
The 
larva of this two-stabbed lady-bird (W alsh) 
(Unicorns bivulneris, is cot so slender inform 
as all others, and is defended in th e larva 
and pupa state by being covered with many 
black branching hairs or briars, its food 
froth in larva and adult state being scale- 
bugs and th tir eggs. 
Here, w hat is this minute, dark-gray 
half-globe we see slowly gliding around 
amongst the scale-bugs? 
It is the brown­ 
necked lady-bird, scymnw marjinisolis. 
As 
it moves around, every tim e it stops it 
seizes a young scale-bug, w hich it eats with 
evident satisfaction. 
H ere we have its 
dark-brown, quick moving larva, w ith an 
appetite for young scale-bugs and eggs 
like Folstaff’s for sack. 
See this one root 
up the edges of th at mother scale and eat 
her great clutch of yellow eggs; it seems to 
eat its own weight of them every few min­ 
utes, and here down near the ground are 
dozens of pupa cases of adark-brow n color, 
from some of which the brown necks art- 
just emerging. 
This is the sm allest of the 
lady-birtis observed here, it being a scant 
eighth of an inch in length. 
In Illinois, 
we had at least one very much smaller, so 
small as to be seldom noticed without the 
aid of a glas=, and very slow of motion, 
like the two-stabbed ; this preyed upon the 
sm allest of scaic-bugs. All of these oeetles 
are good swift flyers. 
H ello 1 
W hat is this constant stream of 
small very dark ants doing th at are con­ 
stantly passing up and down the tree 
trunk ? 
We had noticed them before, but 
supposed thev were goiug up among the 
foliage to milk their cows, the Aphids, but 
one passing beneath the glass, i saw that 
he had a bright oruuge speck between its 
mandible-. 
Yes, every one as it passes 
down, has in its jaw» the esgs or the 
young of a scale-bug. 
A constant stream 
of them from morning till night, and so 
far as we know all night also. 
Now, my 
good friends, how long can the scale-bugs 
on this acacia tree withstand the inroads 
on their numbers by these three persistent 
and ravenous enemies ? 
Surely not long. 
Therefore we are pleased to be able to say 
th at the s ale-bugs must go; they are go­ 
ing, and going fast. 
You may ask, if the 
lady-bird; aredes'roving them so fast, why 
did not they do so before? Simply bcaause 
some of the best species of these most valu­ 
able beetle- were not here to destroy them. 
Species new to this coast have been im­ 
ported accidentally from the East, others 
have been brought from New Zealand, 
A u strd ia and other foreign countries. 
In 
the past the scale-bugs ha.-c bad their 
day, the future belongs to the lady-birds.— 
Orchard and Farm. 
DRYING FRENCH PRUNES. 
J. II. Flickinger, the well-known San 
Jo*o fruit-grower and preserver, writes to 
R . McGurvey, of Ukiali, as follows: 
Mr. A. T. H atch forwarded me your 
communication,and requested me to answer 
it. 
i do not propose to give yon the go­ 
by, an ’. you are perfectly welcome to w hat 
know abopt curing dried fruits. 
I will 
proceed to give you my experience of the 
last five vears. 
My F rench prunes 1 dry as follows: 
I 
gather the prunes ripe from the trees— 
tlis¿ is, by placing on the g'-out.d under­ 
neath the tree a canvas of sufficient size to 
take in well the spread of the branches, 
then gently shake the tree, and fruit that 
is rire falls to the canvas. 
It is necessary 
to gó over the trees every two or three 
days, thereby you get only the ripe fruit. 
Im m ediately they are shaken from the 
trees the prunes are dipped in a solution, 
boiling hot, made of twenty gallons water 
to one pound American concentrated lye. 
D ip sufficient to crack the skin; it may 
take fifteen to twenty seconds; then rin-e 
in cold water, 
if the skin of the prune 
peels off, it shows th a t the solution is too 
strong, or, more likely, you have allowed 
them to rem ain too long in the dip. 
A fter 
rinsing, immediately 
spread on 
trays and place in the sun 
cn 
your 
dry ground, which should be perfectly 
clean, no dust, and let them remain until 
fairly dry, bnt not rattling dry. Now take 
the properly-dried prunes to your store­ 
house, n a j upread them on the floor, not 
over two Teet deep, and let them go through 
the sweating process, which requires from 
tw enty to twenty-live days' tim e. 
As the 
pruna? go through this sweat they should 
he turned with a shovel,every two or three 
days to equalize the progress of the sweat­ 
ing process. . After sweating, the prunes 
are ready for m arket. 
I then dip them in 
boiling water, say one-half m inute, pile ore 
tire floor one foot deep, aud pack the fol­ 
lowing day. 
If your prunes are gathered ripe and 
you follow the above m ethod of curing, 
your prunes will be of a rich, dark color, 
and highly flavored. 
You require no 
evai-orator in your climate, other than the 
sun, to make first-class 
dried French 
prunes, apricots, peaches and plums. 
My 
trays for drying are made of one by one 
half-inch redwood with redwood shakes 
inserted, which makes the tray available 
on both sides, and are six feet long by 
three feet wide. 
There is sufficient space 
between the tray* to adm it of piling to­ 
gether, and I move my fruit to the dry 
ground from the dip by a small car on 
railroad track, piled up fourteen trays 
high. 
In reference to experienced hands 
I think you will find most any intelligent 
man can carry out the above w ithout any 
difficulty. 


ALFALFA IN THE MOUNTAINS. 
Any one douhting the fact th a t alfalfa 
and all kinds of meadow grasses will grow 
on our m ountain farms, should visit the 
ranch of Frank Feuimons, near Crook’s 
mill. 
Mr. Femmons has been exjieriment- 
ir.g w ith alfalfa, w hite clover, timothy, 
blue grass 
and various other orchard 
grasses, and finds that they root rapidly 
and grow luxuriantly. 
I t is a rare treat 
to see those fam iliar grasses growing up 
strong and thrifty so high in the mount­ 
ains, and is another proof of the product­ 
iveness of th e soil and the adaptability 
of the clim ate of M ariposa county. 
If 
more of our mountain ranchers would 
plant those varieties of grass, they would 
soon produce all the fine kinds of hay 


which Eastern farmers cultivate for stock 
Alfalfa requires irrigation, but most of our 
farm eis have springs sufficient to irrigate 
a few acres of any of those choice grasses 
or clover until they are rooted, when it 
will be almost impossible to kill them out. 
Mariposa Gazette. 
UTILIZATION OF FERTILIZING MATERIAL- 
There is a large amount of waste mate 
rial th at can be added to the m anure heap 
with advantage, and during the warm days 
of summer the materials very quickly de­ 
compose. 
W eeds can be profitably raked 
up and added to the m anure heap, pro­ 
vided they are not ready to seed, and 
even 
then 
a 
well-managed heap will 
destroy the seeds. 
The moct im portant 
requisite w ith m anure is to have it as fine 
as possible, and, with this object in view, 
the hay left over or tram pled should be 
cut. 
T he straw used for bedding will be 
more serviceable if cut for th at purpose, 
and will also more readily act as an ab­ 
sorbent in the m anure heap. 
It must not 
be overlooked that the liquids are more 
valuable than the solids, and the best mode 
of retaining the liquids is to use absorbent 
m aterials. 
Even dry d irt has beqn lound 
a valuable substance in th e manure heap 
when used as an absorbent, and as the 
liquids serve to hasten decomposition they 
largely increase the value of the solid por­ 
tions.

RAILROAD THIRTY YEARS AGO. 


that in order to secure the early comple­ 
tion of the road the nation must put its 
arm to the work. 
Suppose we had a daily line of stages or cars 
which should traverse the spsce to the Atlantic 
side in ten days, and with a tel, graph line by 
the side of it, which would follow or precede it, 
as a matter of course the amount of postal trans­ 
mission would be augmented, quadrupled. 
[They have.been increased many hundred fold.'i 
Change the weekly to a daily, and the mail 
matter and revenue would be immensely in 
creased * * * The consumption of articles 
on which the Government imposes a tariff will 
be 
argely increased. The population alio— 
there wouid be new smokes arising in the wil­ 
derness, new cabins on the deserts and plains, 
and all the products of industry would be im­ 
mensely mu;tiplied * * * A railroad could 
be built so that the Government woutd not lost, 
but gain. There were those who believed that 
teas, sugars and silks would find their way 
across the great thoroughfare to European coun­ 
tries, but I do not reckon on that, I look to 
America. 
IIow well he m ight have indulged th at 
fancy and have given rein to his im agina­ 
tion in th at direction, we of this day 
know. 
He warned his hearers that the inertia press­ 
ing upon the enterprise was groat.

Y et M r. Greeley clearly saw th at there 
was more to be looked for than the devel­ 
opment at either end, for in concluding he 
drew a prophetic picture of the mineral 
prom iseof U tah (then including Nevada);

In the light of the sentim ent of 
th e day th a t Greeley.’s wisdom and cour­ 
ageous words reflected, there is force in 
the claim of those who hold th at the hard, 
grinding creditor policy of the present 
ought to sink to a level unw orthy of a na­ 
tion that has so immensely profited by its 
benefactions to forward an enterprise that 
was bv some of the wisest and best deemed 
impossible of accomplishment.

A glance at the records of the past often 
sheds im portant light upon the policies of 
the present. 
In the clamor for the rigor­ 
ous paym ent of the debts of the trans­ 
continental railroads to the Government, 
w ith the remotest cent of interest added, 
we are apt to overlook the fact th at in 
aiding the construction of the original 
Pacific railway, held to be a commercial 
need and |>ostal and m ilitary necessity, it 
was not considered by the public men and 
statesmen of th at day an im possibility 
that th e Government m ight not forego her 
demands for cash reimbursement. 
In the Congressional and press debates 
of the time, it is found th at it was re­ 
peatedly declared th a t repaym ent to the 
Government was not a vitally essential 
factor in the great scheme of aiding a 
transcontinental line. 
It was then real­ 
ized that, compared with the benefits the 
nation must reap and the economy to be 
conserved, the m atter of repayment, or in­ 
terest payment, was not of first im port­ 
ance. 
Some of the foremost friends of a. 
transcontinental road, as well as some of 
its opponents in Congressional debates, 
made bold to declare th a t the question of 
cash reimbursement of the Government 
was unw orthy a serious place in the de­ 
bate, if there was any truth in the promise 
of immeasurable benefits forecast for the 
U nited States by reason of the construc­ 
tion. 
An instance of this fact is found in th e 
expression of Senator Wüsod, in the great 
debate of 1S62, when he declared; “I 
would sink 5 1 0 0,0 0 0 ,0 0 0 to build the road, 
and do it mo6t cheerfully and think 1 had 
done a great thing for my country to bring 
it about.

The hasty man is a nuisance, as a rule 
to any community. 
The hasty man has 
created all the trouble concerning the dis­ 
tribution of the relief fund for the Johns­ 
town sufferers. 
H e could not understand 
why the adm inistrators of the millions did 
not at once go about the highways in the 
Conemaugh Valley and parcel out the 
coin among the people as they were met, 
and have an end of it. 
T he hasty man— 
and his uuinbc-r is large—is im patient of 
caution, even of justice, and in this case 
he has brought considerable scandal upon 
the most magnificent charity of the age> 
by prying and com plaining about Gover­ 
nor Beaver’s delay in scattering the relief 
fund. 
Now, it does not require a very 
b right man to understand th at in dis­ 
tributing charity funds among several 
thousand claimants, there is involved one 
of the nicest and most intricate of prob­ 
lem s; the task of ascertaining the degree 
of worthiness and the degree of need, and 
then adjusting th e distribution of the 
fund in the light of the facts ascertained, 
among the whole number, so as to do as 
nearly even-handed justice as is possible to 
hum an intelligences. 
I t is readily under­ 
stood, after a moment’s reflection, th at 
such a task is one of great proportions, 
and calls for the rarest kind of business 
ability, and the exercise of the largest 
degree of patience and gentleness, com­ 
bined with the highest character of firm­ 
ness and fixity of resolution. 
B ut the 
hasty man has had no appreciation of the 
stupendous character of such an under­ 
taking, and so he has managed to get into 
the newspapers, and to put a blush of ap­ 
parent scandal upon the adm inistration of 
the fund. 
This tattle and surmise, and 
this peevish demand for a report, has 
driven Governor Jam es A. Beaver, of 
Pennsylvania, to the publication of a letter 
addressed between th e lines to the hasty 
m an especially. 
Governor Beaver says, in 
the North American Tleriew, th at there 
were at the outset some five or six general 
relief committees, establishes! by as many 
cities. 
It soon become apparent th at they 
were likely to duplicate the work, and 
thus to waste a good deal of precious ma­ 
terial. They therefore united, and pu t 
the affairs of relief in the hands of a com­ 
m ittee of ten men, chosen from different 
sections, and selected for their ability, 
business 
wisdom 
and 
experience 
in 
handling trust funds and in disbursing- 
charity. T his committee has only the 
money disbursements to make. 
A score 
of other committees and charity associ­ 
ations have given the im m ediate relief of 
shelter, food and clothing needed. 
In 
all, 
the 
money 
contributions 
h are 
amounted 
to 
nearly 
$3,000,000, 
and 
of this $1,500,000 remains 
to be dis­ 
tributed. 
T he committee or commis­ 
sion 
has 
gone 
over 
the 
whole 
trround in ten counties where the flood did 
most damage and occasioned most suffer­ 
ing, and has spared no pains to ascertain 
the actual facts relative to destitution and 
need for money help. 
T he commission 
regard the funds in hand as a sacred trust, 
to be disbursed with a view of meeting 
the demands of applicants and the purpose 
of the givers of the benefaction, the largest 
for a sim ilar purpose known to civilization, 
and testifying in the most striking manner 
to the strength of the bond of human sym­ 
pathy. 
The commission first had forty- 
eight temporary small store-rooms erected 
on public squares, where business most 
needed by the committees could be trans­ 
acted. 
The Chicago committee having 
given one hundred portable houses, the 
commission purchased another hundred of 
larger size and more durable character. 
Two hundred more of larger site still 
have lieen ordered, and are to he utilized 
as rapidly as sites can be secured th at will 
not involve litigation in the future, since 
the lots of many of the most needy are not 
in a condition to be used, and will not he 
for some months to come. 
I t would never 
do to put up houses to shelter the home­ 
less on lands of owners who m ight come in 
and sweep all away and appropriate the 
charity gift. 
This difficulty is one of the 
gravest the commission has had to deal 
with. 
N ext the commission resolved to 
distribute half a m illion in coin. 
H ere 
arose a difficulty, too, the ascertainment of 
the greatest need and worthiness. 
Expe­ 
rience has shown that promiscuous or ill- 
advised distribution of charity funds re- 


I t has rem ained for a physician to sug­ 
gest th at after all th a t can be said of the 
brutality of th e late prize fight between Sul­ 
livan and K ilra in ; after all th at may be 
adm itted concerning its dem oralizing influ­ 
ence, th at there is in it a lesson and some 
compensation, some 
good to atone in 
part for its ill. 
W hat Dr. Stallard (in the 
Occidental Medical Times) advances in favor 
of Sullivan is the service he has been to 
science under the skillful management of 
his trainer, who is humorously styled “ Dr. 
Muldoon.” 
Of course there is no serious­ 
ness in the excuse offered, since there are 
other and better methods of demonstrating 
physical capacity under training than prize 
fighting. 
B ut it is true, as Dr. Stallard asserts, 
th at Sullivan’s case is full of suggestion 
to physicians and their patients. 
W e may 
assume the chief of these to be the more 
libera! use of natural means for rebuilding 
decaying systems and less resort to pi 11- 
bags. 
Probably there is nothing new in 
this to the reflecting physcian, but the 
difficulty is th at his patients will not fol­ 
low the Muldoonic method of treatm ent, 
even if prescribed for them . 
T he sensible 
physican knows this, and therefore rarely 
advises it. 
Nevertheless, the notoriety of the case 
of Sullivan may bring a very great many 
sufferers to accept the advice, if now tend­ 
ered, since the family doctor can point 
trium phantly to th e success ol his new 
colleague, Dr. Muldoon. 
It is reported, 
indeed, th at this new candidate for quasi­ 
medical honors under 
the 
champion­ 
ship of Dr. Stallard, who has had the 
courage to give him the title, though un­ 
able to confer the degree, is overwhelmed 
with applications from men o f means who 
offer him enormous fees to train off of 
them their surplus flesh, and out of them 
their, dyspepsia, and a host of kindred and 
intim ately related ailments. 
If there is one thing more forcibly pre­ 
sented by Dr. Stallard’s paper than any other 
—albeit between the lines—it is this, that 
if we had more of the gymnasium and 
loss physic, there would be fewer patients 
and lighter fees for the doctors. 
But, 
fortunately for mankind, the true physi­ 
cian is the true philanthropist also. 
The 
ethics of his profession require him —and 
they spring from the high sense of honor 
th at anim ates th e medical fraternity—to 
prevent disease as well as to heal ; to 
point out how the physician may be 
avoided as well as to advise his employ­ 
m ent; to avert as well as to alleviate 
hum an suffering. 
May it not come to pass, then, th at we 
shall have physicians w ith th eir gym na­ 
sium and training resort*;, as well as w ith 
th eir hospitals and homes of relief? 
Cer­ 
tainly Dr. Stallard’» paper looks in th at 
direction. 
H is statem ent is, substantially, 
th is : 
Sullivan was and is a good-natured, 
self-indulgent brute, eudowed with a good 
constitution, but addicted to gross habits, 
given to drink and to neglect of ordinary 
precautions against degeneracy of 
the 
stomach—a creature of the senses rather 
than of the reason. 
lie was physically 
wrecking him self; he had no intellectual­ 
ity of account to m aintain his nervous en­ 
dowment ; his flesh was flabby, his limbs 
weak, his stomach refusing even lightest 
food w ithout artificial digestive aids. 
H e 
actually looked as if he could not live 
three m onths longer. 
A t this juncture 
“Dr. Mnldoon,” who had experience, sense 
and reason, even if lie had no diploma 
and knew nothing of a lecture course or 
of m ateria medica, took this wreck of a 
man in hand : 
Alter a few weeks of really scientific treat­ 
ment, and without the aid of drug», bis stomach 
wa- restored, so tbat three chickens, ha.f a loaf 
of bread, besides w ne and other things, were 
taken at a meal. Tho household butcher’s bills 
amountod to lluO a week. 
His muscles became 
as b ird as iron; every morsel of surperfiuous 
fat w as made to disappear. Tbs 'orceol his 
blow equalled half a ton; a tpiu of a doacn 
miles «as regarded as a gentle exercise; his vo­ 
litional nervous power was apparently inex­ 
haustible; end he has prove í himself to be, 
without the possibility ol question, the very 
paragon of streagtn, activity and endurance, 
the rea ixation of perfect physical health. 
Now, exclaims Dr. Stallard, who is a 
scientist, in adm iration for Dr. Muldoon, 
who is only a wrestler, this result is worthy 
of study from a professional point of view. 
From this on let D r. Stallard, whom by 
acceptance of his paper our medical con­ 
tem porary of this city approves, speak for 
himself, and let all whom it concerns give 
heed to liis words : 
How many patients come to all of us with 
weak stomachs, p<x>r appetites, fiabby muscles, 
weak nerves and broken down constitutions. 
Not a few of these were bom of healthy parents, 
reared on wholesome food, and yet, like Sulli­ 
van, have not conformed to the conditions of 
personal hygiene. They want the care c f Dr. 
Mtildoou to res'ore them. Let it be conceded 
that alcohol was the cause of Sullivan’s bad 
condition at the beginning of the year, y it his 
condition at St. Louts affords irrefragable proof 
that the effects were not permanent.; there had

CONVICTS’ CREDITS. 


Judge Armstrong*» Construction of tha 
Celebrated Goodwin Act. 
W adleigh M ast Stay. 
Charles Wadleigh, a State Prison con­ 
vict, was before Judge Armstrong yester­ 
day on habeas corpus. 
He claimed that ! 
he should have been allowed certain credits 
for good conduct while in prison, which 
would have by this time entitled him to his 
liberty. He had not been allowed any 
credits, however, and Judge Armstrong, 
ufter hearing the facts recited, denied the 
petition. 
The case was intended to set at rest any 
doubts entertained as to the right of a con­ 
vict to a discharge sooner than the expira­ 
tion of the term for which sentenced, by 
re>,s ;n of earned credits or time deduc­ 
tions. 
Jhe Court held that the Act allowing 
credits is a recommendation to tbe Gov­ 
ernor to pardon, bat does not itself work 
the discharge of convicts who earn3 credits 
for good behavior. These credits must be 
reported to the Executive, however. 
The 
Act is not general, does not apply to all 
prisoners, because of the constitutional 
provision that one seDt up for a second 
time for felony cannot be pardoned bv tbe 
Governor, except upon recommendation of 
a majority of the Justices of the Supreme 
Court.

The Court in which tbe esse was tried 
found the alleged necessity for water on 
the Heilbron lands to be as ulleged.

pany constructed a canal from King* river, 
about twenty* five mdes above CoieSiougb; 
tbat in January, 1884, the company c¿>m- 
nrenced diverting- the water from the river 
channel, and ha? since continued to divert 
some 750 cubic feet of water per second to 
irrigate lands dieiant from the river, so 
that there is not sufficient water flowing

a new trial. 
Ih e Supreme Court in reversing ti e de­ 
cision finds that the Seventy six Company 
is a riparian proprietor above tbe Heilbron 
property; that its lands can be irrigated 
with water carried through it* car.al, and 
that irrigation is recessary to make them 
productive; tliat it ;a entitled to make a 
reasonable use of the water of the stream 
for irrigation purposes, and it is only for a i 
unreasonable «nd unauthorized use"that a’: 
action will lie. 
What i* a reasonable ti e 
is a question ol lict, and ¿depends upon the 
circumstances appearing in each particular- 
case. 
The fact that the company has not 
yet used the water upon its own laud can­ 
not destroy or impair its rights 
It mav at 
any time cfcattg its intention in this're­ 
spect. 
“This being sa. we are unable to 
see how the Court could grant a perpetual 
Injunction restraining tbe company from 
ever at any time, o. for any purpose, caus­ 
ing or permitting any water from the river 
to flaw into or down i s canal. 
Beside, 
there may be times of flood or high water 
when no one bel -w would be injured if 
the company's canal should carry away 
from the river surplus water to its full 
capacity. 
IV by should tho company be re­ 
quired to fill up the hvad of its caual so 
that no water at such times can flow into 
il? From what has been said, it is not to 
be understood that the company has a 
right, as against riparian owners ’ further 
down the stream, to divert water from tbe 
river for trie purpose of sale or for use of 
lands which are not riparian.”

On the 1st of May, 1874, tbe I.akc-sdale 
Ditch Company diverted from Cross creek, 
Tulare county, sufficient water to fill its 
ditch, which was 30 feet wide on the bot­ 
tom, 46 feet wide on the top and 4 feet 
deep, with a fall of one foot to a mile, and 
continued to keep it full so lone es there 
was enough water in the creek to fill it; 
and when there was not water enough to 
fi t the ditch the company took what water 
Osin4* down the creek ib its natural flow. 
In 1876 Crane aud Hayes diverted water 
further up the stream by what is known ss 
the Hyde ditch. Iu an action brought by 
the company against Crane and Hayes the 
Superior Court decided that the latter had 
no right to any water until the ditch of the 
company wss supplied to its fullest capa­ 
city. The Supreme Court has reversed this 
judgment aud remanded tbe cause tor a 
new trial. 
It is s'a'.ed that the findings of 
the Court below are too indefinite, and 
suggested that the Court find what quan­ 
tity of water the company is entitled to 
have flaw past Crane and H.-o-es' ditches by 
inches or gaiion3, and not by ditch dimen­ 
sions.

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HOW PEOPLE SLEEP. 


S om e 
In tere stin g 
D ream 
S tatistics 
G leaned by a R u ssian U niversity, 
f From the Boston Medical Journal.J 
An interesting investigation ui<on the 
above subject lias recently been made un­ 
der the auspices of the U niversity of Dor- 
pat, Russia. 
Some 500 circulars were sent 
out with a series of quite definite ques­ 
tions, which were answered with equal de­ 
tail by 151 students, 113 other males, 142 
females. 
T he results for the two sexes 
were so different that they formed a homo­ 
geneous class interesting as a special study. 
T he iirst problem that was proposed was 
the relation between the frequency and 
vividness of dreams. 
I t appears that 62.5 
per cent, of those who dream every night 
dream vividly. 00.5 per cent, of those who 
dream frequently, ar.d only 26.8 per cent, 
of those who dream seldom, showing th at 
the vividuess of dreams increa-es very 
rapidly with their frequency. 
'Next, how 
is the intensity of sleep related to the fre­ 
quency of dreams? O f the students who 
dream nightly 68 per eerrt. have a light 
and only 28 per cent, have a deep sleep; 
of those dream ing frequently, 40 per cent.; 
of those dream ing seldom, 32.8 per cent. 
Sim iliar percentages for the other males 
are 68.8, 4.21 
and 39.3, and for women, 
72.46 and 50 per cent. 
AY'e conclude, then, 
th a t frequent dreams are a concomitant of 
lig h t sleep, though the relation is far from 
universal. 
As regards sex, women have 
73 per cent, of their number dream ing 
nightly or frequently, w hile students have 
only 50 per cent, and other males 48 per 
cent. 
Again, 63 per cent, of the women 
sleep lightly and only 42 per cent, o! the 
students ar.d 44 per cent, of other males. 
W e conclude, then, th a t women have a 
very much lighter sleep than men, and th a t 
th e ir dreams are proportionately inore 
frequent. 
A uother conclusion, the evidence of 
which is too detailed at present, is th at as 
we grow cider our dreams become less fre­ 
quent, but our sleep becomes lighter, age 
affecting intensity of sleep more than fre­ 
quency of dreams. 
The author regards the students as in 
th e period of maximum dream ing (20 to 24 
years of age. 
T he deep sleep of childhood 
(hostile to frequency of dreams) is then 
least counterbalanced by the lessening of 
dream s due to age. 


T H E VIVIDNESS O F DREAMS 
Shows a sim ilar relation to age and sex, 
th e women dream most vividly; the stu­ 
dents being younger than the other men, 
have more vivid dreams. 
The power of 
rem embering dreams is also dependent 
upon vividness and frequency of dreaming; 
it is accordingly greatest in women, ar.d 
greater iu students than in more m ature 
men. 
The liveliness of the emotional 
nature, a prom inent feature of women and 
youth, seems thus to be m arked out as the 
causative agent in 
the production of 
dreams. 
The duration of sleepshould nat­ 
urally be related to the habit of dreaming, 
but in the men no such relation can be 
discovered. 
In the women, however, it 
appears that those who dream frequently 
sleep nearly an hour longer than those 
who seldom dream. 
T his difference is 
regarded as due to the fact th at men are 
more under duty to break short their 
sleep and thus vitiate the statistics. 
This 
is corroborated by the frequency w ith 
which the men who dream frequently de­ 
clare themselves tired in the morning, in­ 
dicating incomplete sleep. 
The need of sleep is greater in women 
than in men, the duration of sleep being 
longer and the percentage of tired m orn­ 
ing and evening and of not tired being 
three to two and two to three respectively 
as compared to the men. 
Students sleep 
longer and are less tired than other men. 
T he time needed to fall asleep is about the 
same in all three cases—20.8 minutes for 
the men, 17.1 m inutes for students, and 
21,2 m inutes for the women. 
In each case, 
however, it takes lo n .er for those who are 
frequent dreamers and lie lit sleepers to fall 
asleep than persons of opposite character­ 
istics. 
E ighty per cent, of students sleep 
uninterruptedly through the 
night, 70 
per cent, of other men,and only 43 percent, 
of women. 
L ight sleep and frequent 
dreams increase the uninterruptedness of 
sleep. T he power of falling asleep at will 
is possessed by few. 
I t is greater in youth 
than in age. 
Tw enty-eight per cent, of 
men, 19 per cent, of students, and 20 per 
cent, of women sleep in the aiternoon,‘indi­ 
cating a m aking up of insufficient sleep’ on 
the part of the men. 
The effect of dream habits upon mental 
work is also evident. 
Those who dream 
6eldom, or sleep deeply, are better dis­ 
posed for work in the forenoon than light 
sleepers and frequent dreamers. 
T he fore­ 
noon seems in general to be the preferred 
tim e of work. 
T he statistics regarding 
nervousness 
confirm 
the accepted fact 
th at this is greater among students than 
ether men at large, 
i t is, too, a concomit­ 
ant of light sleep and frequent dreams. 
As to temperament, 


T H E PHLEGM ATIC PEO PLE 
A re quite constantly deep sleepers and in­ 
frequent dreamers. 
Finally, a contrast be­ 
tween teachers and professors of the same 
average age shows th e effect of th e occu­ 
pation. 
The teacher, with his dull toil, 
has a lighter sleep and more frequent 
dreams, w hile the professor, leading a 
more congenial end worrilcrs life, is a 
deeper sleeper and a less frequent dream er 
than the teacher. 


PUTTING HEART IN IT. 


W hy Som e C lerks an d E m ployes F a il to 
Succeed. 
(From the Youth’s Companion, j 
T he customer was a prudent matron 
from th e country, careful in her shopping. 
“ It is a pretty niece of goods,” she said, 
“ and just the color I w an t; but 1 am afraid 
it will not wash.” 
One of the shop girls behind the counter 
bowed indifferently and turned away. The 
other said, eagerly, “ Arc you going to an­ 
other part of the store, madam ? for it is 
my lunch hcur, and I will take a sample 
to the basement and wash and dry it for 
y m before you come baek.’t 
The colors of the fabric proved to be 
fast, and the customer bought it, and asked 
th e price of the obliging shop girl. A year 
afterward she was again in the same store, 
aud, on inquiry, learned th at the girl was 
at the head of the departm ent. 
“ She put as much life into her work as 
ten other women,” said the manager. 
One of the uiost prom inent businessm en 
of New York said once, “ I have always 
kept a close watch on my employee, and 
availed myself of any h in t which would 
show me which of them possessed the quali­ 
ties requisite for success for themselves and 
useful to me. 
“ One day, wheu I was passing the win­ 
dow of the counting room, 1 observed that 
the moment the clock struck C all of the 
clerks, with but one exception, laid down 
their pens, though in the middle of a 
sentence, and took up their hats. One man 
alone continued writing. 
The othere soon 
passed out of the door. 
'“ P ettit,’ said one, ‘ has waited to finish 
hi* pajier, as usual.’ 
“ ‘ Y es. 
I called to him to come on, but 
he said that if this was his own business, 
he would finish the paper before he stopped 
work.’ 
“ ‘ The more fool he is ! 
I would not 
work for a company as for myself.’ 
“ The men caught sight of me and quit 
talking, but after that I kept my eye on 
P ettit, who worked after hours on my busi­ 
ness ‘ because he would have done it on his 
own,’ and he is now my junior partner.” 
_ T he success of a young man or woman 
in-nuy work or profession depends largely 
on the spirit which he or she puts into it. 
Many good workmen, who are faithful to 
the letter of their contract with their em­ 
ployers, rem ain salesman and book-keep­ 
ers until they are greyheaded, while oth­ 
ers pass over them and liecome heads of 
establishments of their own. To the first 
class tn fir employment is only so much 
work for so much wages; they “ have no 
heart in it;” to the second, according to 


th e old signrfitrant phrase, it is an outlet 
for all of th e ir own energy and ambition. 
An engine, perfectly finished and com­ 
petent 
its work, w ith no fire in it, is a 
fit type of the first class; the same engine, 
w it* its steam up, rushing along the track, 
of the second. 
Be sure, boys, th at you are able for vour 
work, and are on the rig h t track. 
Then 
don’t spare the steam. 


A W oHderfnl List. 
It would be an interesting test of a 
school boy’s, or even a collegian’s, knowl­ 
edge of modern history to call on him to 
w rite out a list of the Popes, Emperors, 
Kings, Sultans and Pres dents who die-1 
during the lifetim e of the late German 
Em peror W illiam . 
T his comprises a pe­ 
riod of ninety-one years, from March 22, 
1797, to M arch 9, Í888, and during th at 
tim e no less than eighty-nine rulers passed 
away. 
This includes twenty Presidents, 
from W ashington to A rthur, and forty- 
nine Kings, beginning with George III., 
of England, who died in 1820. 
V ictoria’s 
reign bids fair to be almost as momentous, 
but Emperor W illiam ’s so far is unparal­ 
leled.

T h e F a te o f O ld Shoes.

To this is added 
about 40 per cent, of India rubber, and the 
whole is then subjected to a pressure of 
6,000 or 10,000 pounds per square foot. 
T he substance is then colored, and it is 
sold at prices some 50 per cent, below that 
of natural leather. 
I t is manifestly a poor 
substitute, and is wholly wanting in fiber; 
in fact, if it were not for the insane craze 
for cheap articles, which buyers vainly 
hope to substitute for those which, though 
the original cost is greater, and yet in the 
end cheaper, we should never hear of this 
compound, which m ight almost as well be 
made of saw-dust as leather-dust. 
In consequence of the manufacture and 
sale of large quantities of inferior leather, 
m any old-established 
tanners are now 
stam ping theirs with a trsde-m ark, which 
is some guarantee to the buyer, as he may 
be sure no man will put his name or trade­ 
mark on an inferior article. 
It is hoped 
by this means to enable those who desire to 
buy the best quality of leather, to be able 
to secure w hat they want, namely, a relia­ 
ble article at a moderate cost.

IN ANCIENT TINES 


Som e o f th e C u riou s T h in gs th at W ere 
K n ow n C en tu ries A go . 
I t is not generally known that the 
custom of keeping birthdays is manv 
thousand years «Id. 
It is recorded in the 
4th chapter of Genesis, 20th verse: 
“And 
it came to pass the third day, which was 
Pharaoh’s birthday, that he "made a feast 
unto all his servants.” 
One of the most celebrated peals of hells 
in London is that of St. Marv-le-bow, 
Cheapside, which form the basis of a pro­ 
verbial expression meant to mark em­ 
phatically a Londou nativity. 
Brand 
speaks of a substantial endowment by a 
citizen for the ringing of Bow bells every 
morning to wake up the Loudon appren­ 
tices. 
T he modern names of sizes of books are 
derived from the folding of pajier. 
W hen 
the sheet is not folded it is called a folio, 
and this size is very fashionable through­ 
out the sixteenth and seventeenth centu­ 
ries. 
The folio sheet doubled becomes a 
quarto; another doubled constitutes the 
octavo of eight leaves or sixteen pages. 
There is in existence a curious class of 
knives, of 
the 
sixteenth century, the 
blades of which have on one side the 
musical notes to the bcuediction of the 
table, or grace before meat, and on the 
other side the grace after meat. 
The set 
of these knives usually consisted of four. 
They were kept in an upright case of 
stamped leather, and were placed before 
the singer. 
T he bamboo tree does not blossom until 
it attains its th irtieth year, when it pro­ 
duces seed profusely and then dies. 
It is 
said that a t'amiue was prevented in India 
in 1S12 by the sudden flowering of the 
bamboo trees, where 50,000 people resorted 
to the jungle to gather the seed for food. 
The most costly undertaking of a liter­ 
ary character ever undertaken by a single 
individual is the magnificent work on 
“ Mexico,” by Lord Kingsborough.

A ir cushions are supposed to be an in­ 
vention of modern times, but that this lux­ 
ury was anticipated as long ago as the 
tim e of Ben Johnson is evident from a 
passage in the “Alchemist,” where Sir 
Epicure [Mammon enumerates to ¡Surly a 
list of good things to be expected. 
Among 
these indulgences is this prophetic fore­ 
cast of modern inflated india-rubber lied 
and cushions: 
“ I will have a ll-m y beds 
blown up, not stuffed; down is too hard.” 
Toward the beginning of 
1700 the 
crowns of hats were mostly round, much 
lower than before, and had very broad 
brims, resembling w hat are now occasion­ 
ally called Quakers’ hats ; the protrusive 
encumbrance soon suggested the conveni­ 
ence of their being turned up in front. 
Fashion dictated the unbending of another 
side or flap, and ultim ately a third ; so 
that, by this process, in 1704, the regular 
three-cocked hat became the order of the 
day, when feathers ceased to be usually 
worn. 
The first bridges were of wood, and the 
earliest of which we have any account was 
built in Rome, 500 years B. C. 
The next 
was erected by Ju liu s Ca-sar for the passage 
of his army across the R hine. 
Trajan’s 
great bridge over the Danube, 4,770 feet 
long, was made of timber, with stone 
piers. 
T he Romans also built the first 
stone bridge, which crossed the Tiber. 
Suspension bridges are of remote origin. 
A Chinese one mentioned by K irchen, 
made 
of 
chains 
supporting 
a 
road­ 
roadway 830 feet in length, was built A. 
D. 65, and is still to be seen. 
The first 
large iron bridge was erected over the 
Severn in 1777. 
The age of railw ays has 
brought a rem arkable development in this 
branch of engineering, especially in the 
construction of bridges of iron and steel.

THE POLICE SALARIES. 


FULL TEXT OF JUDGE ARMSTRONG'S 
DECISION. 


I p H old* th a t th e A c t o f th e L e g is la tu re 


A m e n d in g th e C h a rte r is C o n ­ 


stitu tio n a l. 


T he R k o o r d-U n io n published yesterday 
m orning a very full synopsis of Judge 
A rm strong’s decision in the case cf L. W- 
F arrell vs. the City of Sacramento, but as 
th e r e seems to be a great desire to know 
upou just what reasoning the learned Judge 
based his conclusions, we herew ith present 
t h e full text of the decision, which is as 
follow s: 
- 
In the Superior Coutt o f the county ot Sacra- 
lo ruto. Slate of CalifuruU, L. VV. Farrell, plaint - 
i f . vs. the city of sacram ento, defendant 
T his action wa> com m enced by the plaintiff 
to tecover his salary for his services as a police­ 
m an for the m onth of April, 1869, and the sala­ 
ries of the C aptain of the police and twenty- 
fo u r other policem en which hud been assigned 
a n d tran slen ed by them to ihc plaintiff. The 
am ended com plaint com sins tw enty-six counts, 
to each of which the defendant interposes a 
d em u rrer on the ground th at the com plaint docs 
n o t stale facts sum cieut to constitute a cause ot 
actio n . The point of objection m ade by counsel 
tor the defenuaut is th a t there is no law w hicn 
c o n f e r authority upon the Board of loliceC om ­ 
m issioners to elect tw enty five policem en. 
In 
rep y to this obj- etion the counsel tor the p laint­ 
iff cites and relies on section 6 of the Act 
am endatory of and supplem entary to an Act ap­ 
proved April 25,1863. entitled an Act to incor- 
r 
rate the «ity of Sacram ento, approved March 
1872, as am ended by Act o f the Legislature, 
approved M arch 14,1689. As th a t section stood 
before am ended, power was conferred on th e 
Board of Police Commissioners to elect a nu m ­ 
b e r 
o f 
policem en, not to exceed fifteen ; 
b u t 
by the 
am endm ent 
the power was 
ex ten d ed 
to 
a 
num ber 
not 
to 
ex ­ 
ceed thirty. The word -'thirty” was substi­ 
tu te d lo r the w ord “ fifteen.” T here was no 
o th e r change in th e section so far as affects 
th e claim of the plaintiff stated in the am ended 
co m plaint. But it is contended by the counsel 
for the defendant th at the Act by which that 
sectio n was am ended is unconstitutional: but 
as to its 
effect 
upon 
the 
powers of the

of 
Police 
Commission- rs to elect 
policem en, the counsel 
for 
the defendant 
axe 
co t 
agreed. 
Mr. 
Johnson, 
special 
counsel lor the defendant, contended in his 
argum ent th at, notw ithstanding the am end­ 
m en t, the Board had power to elec. fifteen 
policem en; but Mr. Church, th e City A ttorney, 
took a different view of it, an d claim ed in his 
arg u m en t th a t the am ndatoiy Act, though 
unconstitutional, repealed or superseded tne 
origina! Act, and therefore the Board of Police 
Com m issioners had no pow ertoelect any police­ 
m en. The view w hich the t ourt takes oi the 
constitutionality of the am endatory ac t .en ­ 
te r s it unnecessary to decide w hich of th e 
iearu ed counsel is right; b ut it wou.d seem th a t 
th e view tak en by the City Attorney is most 
logical, and it m ust be conceded th at there are 
au th o rities w hieh support it. 
U m av be stated, in timme, th at there are cer- 
ta iu principles oi law to be observed iu cousid 
erin g w hetner the Legislature has transcended 
its constitutional powers in enacting a law : 
F irst—The legislative power of this M ate is 
vested iu the Legislature ( section 1 of Article IV. 
o f the Constitution), and the legislative, unless 
lim ited by the Constitution, is sovereign and 
absolute, (.-nil h on Constitutional and statutory 
Latw, Section 134. I. K ent’s Com. 418) ceeoud— 
U nless there is a clear repugnance betw een an 
A ct of th e Legislature ana the Constitution it is 
th e duty ot the Court to sustain the validity of 
th e Act. In the case of the University of Cali­ 
fo rn ia vs Bernard (¡>7 Cal. C13), the Court said 
th a t ‘the rule defining the duties of the ju d ici­ 
a ry in passing ou th e constitutionality ot an 
A ct of th e Legislature is well settled in this 
S tate; th a t such an Act should not be declared 
unconstitutional and void unless there is a 
c le a r repugnance betw een the Act and the Con­ 
stitution; and w here there is a reasonable doubt 
w h eth er the Act is repugnant to ihe Constitu­ 
tio n , its eonstitu’ionaluy should be affirmed.” 
T h ere are m any authorities to the sam e effect, 
an d third, th at the affirm ative enum eration of 
one or m ore thiugs is the exclusion o all others 
n o t included in the enum eration, according to 
th e m axim rxprestin uniut eat ere usio attenus. 
(People vs. Jewett, 6 Cal. 293.) 
Then, keeping 
th ese rules or principles of law iu view, we pro­ 
ceed to test the Act in question by the Constitu­ 
tion. The Act am ended by this Act was ail Act 
am endatory of aud supplem entary to the city 
ch arter, and as such was a part of the charter. 
T h e 
city 
had 
been 
incorporated 
before 
th e 
adoption 
of 
the 
present 
C onstitu­ 
tion. 
T he learned 
counsel 
for 
the d e­ 
fen d an t 
concede 
th at 
the 
charter 
was 
n e ith er repealed nor affected by the new Con­ 
stitution; but they contend th at such charter 
can u o t be am ended by special Act of the Leg­ 
islature, an a they cite Sections 6, 8, and 18 of 
A rticle II, and Subdivisions 19, 28, 29 and 33 of 
Section 25 ol A rticle IV of the Constitution as 
d e n rin g the power to th e Legislature to enact 
ouch special iaw . It is not c h a r th at the Act is 
rep u g n an t to any of these provisions of the 
C onstitution. Section 6, o í A itid e II, of the 
C onstitution, is iu some degree obscuie. still it 
is clear th at the fram ers of the Constitution in 
th is section were dealing w ith aud providing 
fo r th e ’creating of new m unicipal corporations 
aud for organising or iucorporatiug old ones 
n n d e r general laws, and th at they w ere not 
d ealin g w ith old m unicipal corporations further 
th a n to authorize ih tm to organize under gen­ 
e ra l laws when a m ajority of the electors de­ 
term in ed by th eir votes to do so 
This section 
contains two paragraphs. The first one reads 
th u s; “ Corporations for m unicipal 
purposes 
s h a ll not be created by special laws; but th e 
Legislature, by general laws, shall provide for 
th e incorporation, organization ana ciass rica- 
tiou, in proportion to population, of c i!its and 
tow ns, w hich law s m ay be altered, am ended or 
repealed.” 
The first clti.se w hich provides 
th a t “ Corporations for m unicipal purposes shall 
n o t be created by special law s," is a lim itation 
upon the power of ihe leg islatu re and de­ 
prives it of the power to create a m unicipal cor­ 
poration by special Act; but there the lim ­ 
itation upon the power of tl.c legislature ends. It 
does not assume to lim it the power of the le g is­ 
latu re to am end charters ol m unicipal corpora­ 
tio n by special Act w hich existed at ihe lim e 
th e Constitution was adopted; but by im plica­ 
tio n the power to am end su. .i charters is re­ 
tain ed by the Legislature. T his is m anifest, for 
Im m ediately af-.cr the clause in posing the lim i­

a re m aterial words. The word 'th ereo f” qual­ 
ifies the word "charters,” as the charters of

ased 
T h is assum es that the "cities aud low ns i 
bertofore or hereafter organized” m ost have a ; 
ch arier. To suppose a ciiy w ithout a charter is ’ 
to suppose an aosurditj*; a m unicipal corpora- 
tto n can have no eg«l being or existence w ith- 
o a t a charter. The city is governed and con­ 
tro lled by its charter. But w hat charters of 
cities is to be subject to and controlled bv geu 
era l laws a ccruing to the m andate of this 
clau se of the Constitution? This clkuse of the 
C onstitution answer*. Ihe chatters "fram ed or 
adopted hy author.ty of this Constitution shall 
be subject to and controlled by general la w s” 
A s It is declared th at the charters fram ed or 
adopted by authority of the Constitution »ha)l 
be subject to and controlled by general laws 
upou the m axim 
xprcstio uniut c# rxclutio 
aUcriu*. the charter of cities incorporated be- 
fo rr th e adoption ot th e C onstitution are e x ­ 
elu d ed from the operation of K enerallaw s aud 
th e whole context o f th e s:ciion shows th a t 
sjicn was the intention of the framers of the 
Constitution. If such was not tn etr intention 
w hy did they require a vote of the electors of 
• oily incorporated before the adoption o f the 
C onstitution as a condition p reced en upon 
w hich such cities m ight organize under general 
law s? 
It would be very unreasonable to m ake this 
requirem ent as a condition upon w hich such 
cities couid organize under general laws and at 
th e sam e tim e subject them to an-1 control them 
b y general laws, it such were the case, this is 
th e dll: m m a in w hich cities w ould find them 


selves: T heir charters w ould rem ain unrc- 
pealed, as is adm itted; b u t it is subject to gen­ 
eral laws; if these general law s are repugnant 
to the charter, w hich shall prevail ? 
One m ust 
give way. It the ch arter m us: give way, then 
it m ay be supe'seded by geueral laws, and u n ­ 
der guise ot general legislation a new ch arter 
given to a city w ithout a vote of the elect­ 
ors. 
Such w as 
not th e intention ot the 
fram ers 
of the Constitution: they left the 
charters of such cities and the power of the 
Legislature to am end them ju st w here they 
found them , and they cannot be affected 
by general laws. The view w hich we have 
expressi d 
is 
sustained 
by the opinion of 
the Court iu Lesm ond vs. Dudd, 55 CaL, 246. 
The Court say 
“ The tin t anestion w hich we 
shall consider is this : If the McClure ch arter be 
constitutional, can it have any force or effect 
w ithin a m unicipal corporation which was in­ 
corporated prior to the adoption of th e Consti­ 
tution nu' il a m ajority of the electors of such 
corporation vote to accept or organize under il? 
Section 6 of A rticle II. provides th at cities and 
tow ns heretofore organized or 
incorporated 
m ay become organized under general laws 
w henever a m ajoiity of the electors voting at 
a general election shall so 
determ ine aDd 
shall organize in conform ity th erew ith : aud 
cities aud towns heretofore and hereafter or­ 
ganized and all charters thereof fram ed or 
adopted by authority of this Constitution, shall 
be subject to and controlled by general laws. 
Both of these clauses plainly refer to charters 
w hich m as be fram ed by authority of the pres­ 
en t i in stitu tio n , and the latter clause is ex­ 
pressly lim ited to charters so fram ed .. N either 
applies to charters w hich existed before the 
adoption of th e present Constitution. All such 
charters m ust rem ain in force until superseded 
in the mode presented by th e Constitution. 
In 
the absence of any positive provision to the 
contrary this is necessarily im plied. These a-e 
the only provisions w hich are express'}- m ade 
applicable to cities incorporated previously to 
the adoption o! the Constitution ; and the first 
express'}- provides th a t any ot such cities m ay 
become organized uuder general laws, w hen­ 
ever a m ajority oi the eleetors of such city shall 
so determ ine ; aud the others, th at any charter 
fram ed or adopted under the prese.:t Constitu­ 
tion shall be subject to and controlled by gen­ 
eral laws. But charters not f am ed or adopted 
by authority of said Constitution need not be 
subject to or controlled by general laws T here­ 
fore, the charter of the city aud county of Fan 
Francisco, w hich antedate the present Con­ 
stitution 
and 
w as 
not fram ed or adopted 
by authority of it, is 
not 
subject to or 
controlled 
by general 
la w s ; 
from w hich 
it 
follows 
th a t 
if 
th e 
McClure 
charter 
fa is 
w ithin 
the 
term 
g ueral 
laws, it 
canuot have any force or effect w ithin the city 
and county ot San ¡Francisco until a m ajority 
o f t-he eleetors thereof so det- rm ine iu the m an­ 
ner provided i • the Constitutiou, unless there 
be some other provi.ion of the Constitution 
w hich gives force and effect to said charter 
w ithout such determ ination of a m ajority of the 
electors. 
As these two clauses are th e only ones 
w hich expressly refer to cities which had ch ar­ 
ters before and at the tim e of the adoption of 
the Constitution, and as m any of the other pro 
visions of th e Constitution unm istakably refer 
to charters to be L am ed or adopted alter the 
adoption of the Constitution, it Is clearly ou: 
duty, upon w ell established principles o f con­ 
struction, to hold th a t any general provisions 
w hich seem to conflict w ith these special pro- 
vi ions were intended to apply to charters 
fram ed subsequently to the adoption of the 
Constitution. (Dwaris on Statutes, 765; Cooley’s 
Constitutional Lim itations, 63; Com m onwealth 
vs. The i ounsel of Montrose, Pennsylvania 
Statute. 391; Wise vs. B utton,25; W isconsin. 109.) 
But it iscontem plafod ihHt the subsequent d e­ 
cisions of the Court confl.ct w ith th a t decision, 
and to sustain this contention the counsel lor 
the defendant cite the following cases: 
Bishop 
vs. O akland, 68 California, 672: Wood vs Flec­ 
tion Commissioners, 58 California, 5 >1; Straude 
vs. Election Commissioners, 61 California, 313; 
Karle vs. Board o f E ducation of 8an Francisco. 
55 California, 489; Thom ason vs. Ashworth, 73 
California, 73. But the question invo ved in 
these cases, for w hich reason this Court is not 
bound by those decisi ns, but it is th e duty of 
this Court to test the va idity of the Act in ques­ 
tion by the Constitutiou itself. In the case of 
Bishop vs. O akland the question arose on a gen­ 
eral law p oviding for the election of Justices 
of the Peace in ci ies; but Section 2 < f A rticle 
VI. of the Constitution expressly confers the 
power upon the L egislature to enact such laws, 
in these words: "T he Legislature shall deter­ 
m ine the num ber of Justices of the Peace to be 
elected iu townships, incorporated cities and 
towns, or cities and counties, and shall fix by 
law the poweis, duties and responsibilities of 
Justices ot the P, ace.” A ndJusth eSharpsteiu, 
in his concurring opinion in th a t ca e. said: 
"T he Legislature has power to determ ine the 
num ber of Justices of the Peace to be elected in 
incorporated cities 
(Constitution, A rticle VI, 
Section 2.), and Its not prohibited from doing 
so by a local or special law .” 
(Constitution, Ar­ 
ticle IV, Section 25.) This, then, is not an au­ 
thority in favor of the unconstitutiouality of 
this Act; nor is the case of Wood vs. Election 
Commissioners. It was claim ed in th a tc a ie 
th at the Act approved M arch 7th, 1881, am end­ 
ing Section 4,11)9 of the Political Code, w hich 
provided th at all elective county, city aud 
county, and tow nship officers should be elected 
at the general election in 1882, superseded and 
repealed the Act of A pril 2d, 1866, as am ended 
March 7th, 1872; but the C urt decided 4h at as 
the title of th e Act was “An Act to am end Sec­ 
tion 4,109 of an Act to establish a Political Code, 
approved M arch 12ih, 1872, relating to the elec­ 
tion of 
county, 
city 
and 
county, 
aud 
tow nship 
officers, 
and 
to 
repeal 
Sec­ 
tions 4.021, 
4,027 
and 
4,111 of the Polit­ 
ical Code,’’ it did not com ply w ith Section 24 
of Article IV. of the Constitution, w hich re­ 
quired th a t - every Act shall em brace but one 
subject, w hich subject shall be expressed iu its 
title, aud for this reason was void and did not 
repeal or supersede those Acts. And the case of 
Desmond vs. Dunn is affirmed in th at case. But 
in Straude vs. Election 
Commissioners the 
Court overruled the case o f Wood vs. Election 
Commissioners, and decided th at the Act was 
valid as a general law under Section 6 of Article 
II. of the Constitution. The decision was by a 
m ajority of the Court only. Justices Sharpstein 
and McKinstry dissented. 
F or were the m a­ 
jority agreed as to the grounds of their decision. 
And Justice Bos, said, ’.a his opiuion, in w hich 
Justices Thornton and Morrison conceded that 
until a m ajority o f the lectoxs of a city incor­ 
porated pilor to the ad ptiou of the present 
Constitution, should determ ine by t eir votes 
to organize, as provided iu the Constitution, its 
charter cannot be vacut d or abrogated by any 
general Act of incorporation, and in support of 
the proposition he cites Desmond vs. Dunn, 55 
Cal.. 242. If this be true, how the Court could 
arrive at the conclusion that th e Act was valid 
as a general law, we a rt unable to com prehend. 
T he case of Earle vs. T he Board of Education of 
San Francisco has no b tarin g on the question 
before the Court. T he Act sought to be sus­ 
tained in th a t case was 
special Act relating to 
salaries 
of 
school 
t 
ebers in San F ran­ 
cisco. 
The question was, d. l 
it conflict 
w ith subdivision 27 of Section 25 of Article IV 
of the Constitution. T hat section provides that 
“ the Legislature «hall cot pass local or special 
law s in any o f the following cases that is to 
say ” then follows the specification of several 
cases and subdivision 27 reads; “ Providing tor 
th e m anagem ent of common schools.” 
The 
Court held th a t the Act was repugnant to that 
provision of the Constitution and void. 
But 
there is no such question in the case nncer 
consideration. 
In the case of Thom ason vs 
Ashworth th e Act of M arch 18th, 1885, to pro­ 
vide tor work on streets, lanes, alleys, courts 
places, sidew alks and for the coustructiou of 
sewers w ithin m unicipalities was decided to be 
constitutional as a general taw, but it is said in 
the opinion of JusticejThornton, who delivered 
the m ajority opiDion of the Court, that charters 
of cities Incorporated before the adoption ol the 
present Constitution could not be am ended by 
special Act. 
But no provision of the Constitu­ 
tion w hich expressly prohibits such special leg­ 
islation is cited or referred to by the team ed 
Justice; nor is there any such provision to be 
found in the Constitution; nor was the state­ 
m ent ntcessary to tbe|decision of the case, as 
the law involved in th a t case was a general and 
n et a special law, aud it m ay be conceded that 
it was a valid iaw arid still it does not necessa 
riJy follow that the Legislature could uot enact 
a special law am ending the char, er of a city in ­ 
corporated before the adoption of the Consti- 
t.uu,0? ’ 
wc have show n that Section 6 of 
A rticle II. of the Constitution cited hy the 
Court in Thomason vs. Ashworth did not apply 
to cities incorporated before the adoption ot the 
Constitution, but if it did apply to such cities, it 
has been modified by an am endm ent o f Section 
8 of Article I i . of the Cons.Button, cited by the 
learned couu-el for the del, nse. The am end 
m eut was adopted April 12,1SS7, since the Acts 
considered in th e cases cited were passed. 
Even if those decisions were correct uuder the 
Constitutiou as it then stood, they are incon­ 
sistent w .th the Constitution as am ended 
Un­ 
der Section 6 of Article II., as ii stood before 
the t m endinent of Section 8 of the sam e article 
cities of a pupil atioD less th au 100,030 in ha hi 1 
ants, incorporated before the adoption of the 
t'ousi i Hit ion. m ight become organ ized by a vote 
ol the electors under general laws, but under 
the am endm ent this cannot be done. it is n r> 
vided iu the am endm ent th at “ any city con­ 
taining a population of more thau 10,000 and 
not more th an 100,000 inhabitant* m ay tram e a 
Charter for its own governm ent consistent w ith 
and subject to the Conslilu ion aud laws of this 
Mate, hy causing a Board of fifteen freeholders 
*

to prepare and propose a eharler 
for such city, aud the charter so prepared and 
proposed is then to bo subm itted to the electors 
of the city In the m anner stated in the ainend- 
nient, and if ratitU d by th e electors, it is then to 
be subm itted to the Legislature, and If ap ­ 
proved by a m ajority vute ot the members 
elected 
to 
each 
house 
it 
shall tocom e 
th e 
charter of such city and the 
organic 
law thereof, and shall supersede any existing 
ch arter and any am endm ent thereof and alt 
special laws inconsistent w ith such charier.” 
According to the m axim , exprerio uviusert ex- 
chuto'fltteriu*. this is a declaration by the people 
in adopting this am endm ent that th e existing 
charter w tiicli was superseded by the charter 
adopted under the am ended Cons.itution m ight 
have been am ended by the Legislature, if such 
charter could not have been am ended, w here­ 
fore the necessity to doc are in the Constitu­ 
tion th at the am endm ents should be superseded 
by the nevr c h a rie r' None; unless th e former 
ch arter could be am ended, it was a vain thing 
to declare t he am endm ents superseded by the 
new charter, aud wc are not at liberty to pre­ 
sume that the Iram ersof the am endm ent to the 
Constitution intended a vain aud useless thing 
when they inserted that clan e iu the am end- 
m tnt. But it is claim ed by the learned counsel 
tor the defense that Section 25 of Article IV. of 
the Constitution prohibits the l egislature from 
am ending ihe charter of Sacram ento citv. This 
section Is cited in Thom as in vs. Ashworth but 
no subdivision ot it is referred by in the Court 
which is supposed to prohibit the Legislature 
from enacting euch special law. The section 
provides that in certain enum erated cases the 
Legislature shall not pass local or special laws, 
and according to the rule th at an enum era­ 
tion excludes 
those 
things 
not 
included 
in 
the 
enum eration, th e 
Legislature has 
absolute power to pas» local and special laws 


in all ciues not enum erated in the section 
as prohibited. 
In this case the counsel for the 
defendant rely on subdivision 19 of the section 
as prohibiting the am endm ent, w hich is this: 
“G ranting to any corporation, association or in­ 
d i, ldual any special or exclusive right, privil­ 
ege or im m uuity." The corporations intended 
to be designated here are such private corpora­ 
tions as m ay be form ed under law s passed by 
au th o n ty of Article 12 of the Constitution, b e­ 
cause w hen public corporations are referred to 
in th e CoEstuntiou they are designated as •-mu­ 
nicipal corporation” or T nunicipalitv," and the 
word corporation is put upon the sam e tooting 
a s a n “association or individual,” w hich m ay 
well be done, but a m unicipal corporation a 
political subdivision o f the State, oould not be 
But there is another answ er to the proposition! 
The Act in question does not grant a ‘ right 
privilege or im m unity” to a corporation, but it 
confers a pow er upon a Board of Police Com­ 
m issioners to elect not exceeding thirty police­ 
m en instead of fifteen only, 
a right, privilege 
or im m unity is one thing, but power is another. 
But it is enough for our preseui purpose to know 
'h a t this provision of the Constitution docs not 
assum e o prohibit the Legislature from confer­ 
ring powers upou the Board of Police Commis­ 
sioners by special Act. There is no repugnance 
betw een th a t subdivision of Section 2: of article 
4 and the Act in q re.tio n . Th.- learned counsel 
lor defendant contends th a t th e Act is repug­ 
nant to subdivisión 28 of th at section, w hich pro­ 
hibits 
th e 
Legislature 
from 
passing 
a 
special Act, "creating offices or prescribing 
m e poweis and duties of office s in couuties 
cities, cities and counties, townships, election 
or school di-tricts.” 
But the Act d.ies not as­ 
sum e to create any office or prescribe ihe du­ 
ties of any officer : it only authorizes ihe Board 
of Police Commissioners io elect au additional 
Dumber of policem en, if in th eir disere ion they 
deem it necessary lor the good governm ent of 
the city, and therefore there is no conflict be­ 
tw een the Act and this provision ot the Consti­ 
tution. And the counsel for the defeudatit con­ 
tends th a t th e Act violates subdivision 29 of the 
sam e section, w nich prohibits the passing of a 
special Act “affecting the lees or salary of anv 
offieer,” but as to the salaries of the policem en 
there w as no change m ade by the Act. They 
rem ain as fixed by the original Act. and there­ 
fore there i- no conflict betw een the Act and 
this provision of the Constitution. 
But this was 
not intended to apply to special Acts bv which 
charters w hich existed at the tim e the Consti­ 
tution was adopted should be am ended, because 
hy subdivision S3 of th a t siction the Legisla­ 
ture i« prohibited from passing special laws * in 
all other cases w here a general law can be m ade 
applicable,” w hich is by im plication a declara­ 
tion th at in all cases w here a geueral law can­ 
not be m ade applicable the Legislature m ust 
piss a special Act, and the Legislature is (he 
judge w hether a general law can be m adeappli- 
c- b e. There is no other city in the State whose 
w ants and necessities are in any m anner sim i­ 
lar to the wants and necessities of Sacrann lito 
There are tim es w hen m ore po'icem en are re- 
qu red th an at other times. 
This city is the 
first field of operation of the crim inals released 
from the Folsom State prison. At the tim e of 
th e State lfoir the crim inal class appear in great 
num bers 
D uiicg su. h tim es nobody is safe -n 
his house si night w ithout a strong police force 
for protection. It is necessary to invest the 
Bosrd of Fo ice Commissioners w ith a di-cre- 
tionary power as to fo e num ber of policem en 
necessary from tim e to tim e to protect the city 
against the crim inal class, aud to keep and 
{ reserve peace and good order in the city. The 
indebtedness of the city differs from other cities 
in th e State. It is necessary to m aintain the 
“ Board of Commissioners of the Funded Debt 
Sink! g Fund of the City of Sacram ento.” aud 
th e fund created by the Act ot M arch 25lb 
1872. as a sinking fond to redeem the funded 
indebtedness ol the city, or the city will be­ 
com e b an k ru p t; but unless the Legislature had 
power to pass the Act of March 19, 1889, w hich 
was am endatory thereof, through a special Act 
n eith er th e Commission nor ihe fund can be 
m aintained. The Act creating the Commission 
and ihe tun.’, though a special Act. and all Acts 
am endatory thereof, are a parr, ot the ch arter of 
the city. If the Act am ending the police law 
csnnot be sustained for th e sam e reasons the 
Act am ending the Act creating th a t Commis­ 
sion and the redem ption fund cannot be sus­ 
tained ; and just w hat evils would befall the 
city in th at event is fearful to contem plate Geu­ 
eral laws w hich would m eet the w ants of other 
cities would not be sufficient to supply the d e­ 
ficiencies in those law s—nothing but a spe ial 
Act would do. The Suprem e Court of Colorado 
iu the ea-e of Brown vs. City ot Denver, 3 Pa­ 
cific Reporter. 455, decided under a Constitution 
in all respects like ourC onstitution, th a t "w here 
a special city charter csnnot be am ended bv a 
general law applicable to the whole State so' as 
to m eet the necessities of a particular case, then 
a special law is authorized by the Constitution 
itseli. and the decision of the question w hether 
or not a special law is nee. ssarv i . for the Leg­ 
islature and not the Courts.' ’* And this is in 
accord w ith the concurring opinion of Justice 
Sharpstein in Bishop vs. O akland. 58¡Califoruiu 
576. 
And as it is conceded that the ( barter was 
not repealed or affected by the adoption of the 
p e.en t Constitution, no other reasonable con­ 
clusion can be attained than th at as it is a spe 
cisl charter, adapted to the w ants a d necessi­ 
ties of sacram ento alone, it can be am ended t>; 
special Act. Section 25 of Article IV. o f the 
Constitution was taken from Section 22*f Ar­ 
ticle IV. of the Constitutiou of Illinois, prohib­ 
iting special legislation iu certain cases: but the 
fram ers of our Constitution om itted from that 
section the clause iu Section 22 oi A rticle IV of 
the Illinois C orstilution. w hich prohibited the 
Legislature by special Act from "incorporating 
cities, 
towns 
or 
villages, 
or 
changing 
or am ending 
th e 
charter 
of 
any Town 
city 
or 
village.” 
The 
fram ers 
ol our 
Constitution 
haviDg 
this 
subject 
under 
consideration provided in Section 6 of Article 
II. th at "corporations for m unicipal purposes 
shall not be created by special law s;’’ ant exin- 
duttria, they om itted both from that section and 
from Section 25 of Article IV, o f the Constitu­ 
tion, which is direc ed specisllv against special 
legislation, the clause prohibiting the “chang 
ing or am ending the ch arter of any town city 
or village;” and the legitim ate inference from 
this is, th a t Ihe fram ers of th e Constitution did 
not intend to take from the Legislature the 
power to am end 
the charters 
w hich 
it 
was not intended to repeal. The word am e d 
m eans to supply a deficiency, and the power to 
supply a denciency In a special city charter, by 
special act, m ay well consist w ith a denial of 
the power to create a m unicipality by special 
ch arter—and if there were a reasonable donbt 
as to w hether the power to am end a special 
ch arter by a special act could consist w ith the 
deaial of the power to create a m unicipality by 
special charter, it is the duty of the judiciary 
as we have seen, to decide in favor of the power 
l he conclusion ot th e Court is th at the Act in 
qnestion is not repugnant to any provision of 
the Constitution, and is therefore valid. The 
counsel for the defense m ade the point th at it 
should be alleged in the com ptaiut th at there 
was 
m oney 
in 
the 
Special Police 
Fund 
sufficient 
to pay 
the claim s of the plain­ 
tiff; but as th e 
statu e provides th a t the 
salaries of policem en are "to be paid m onthly 
from the City T reasury," the Court is of 
th e opinion that th e averm ent is unnecessary, 
though this question was not necessarily in ­ 
volved in the case of Di lm au vs. Sacram ento 
yet, upon consideration o f the provis ons of the 
charter cited by counsel for deiendant we are 
satisfied w ith the conclusion arrived at in that 
case. If there is not sufficient m oney in the 
Police Fund to pay the policem en they are en­ 
titled to their salaries out of the G eneral Fund; 
hut the Police Fund cannot be used for auy 
o ther purpose t han to pay the policem en. 
The am ended com plaint is defec ive in not 
alleging th at the plaintiff and his assignors 
w ere elected by the Board of Police Commis- 
sio :ers—and the general dem urrer presents the 
point, for w hich reasou th e dem urrer m ust be 
sustained. 
The case was argued upon the 
other points w hich have been considered. The 
dem urrer is sustained w ith leave to am end the 
com plaiat w ithin ten days.

L o n d o n , August 2d.— Brilliant sunshine 
and cool breezes prevailed a ' Portsm outh 
this m orning. 
Preparations for the recep­ 
tion of Em peror W illiatu were completed 
early and the town is handsomely deco­ 
rated. 
A n enormous do'.iila of war-ships 
and private vessels are in the harbor. The 
shore is densely crowded with people. 
W hen the yacht Osborne approached 
near the Hohenzollern the Prince of Wales 
signaled hearty greeting to the Kaiser, who 
responded in a friendly way. The two 
yachts then passed through "the iine of 
ironclads and proceeded to Cowes. 
All the 
war vessels were trim m ed with bunting, 
and as the yachts passed the yards were 
m anned by seamen. 
At Cowes the Kaiser 
landed at Trinity pier, where the Prince of 
Wales, who bad already landed, bade him 
welcome. The Kaiser and suite and Prince 
of Wales then entered carriages, and, ac­ 
companied by a m ilitary escort, were driven 
to Osborne, where the Kaiser was received 
by the Queen.

L o n d o n , August 2J.—At Osborne House 
the Queen 
received 
Em peror W illiam 
on 
the 
terrace 
and 
kissed 
him 
on 
both cheeks. Cowes and Osborne House 
were illum inated 
this evening. 
Many 
thousand lights were displayed aboard the 
vessels in the harbor and’ the eflect was 
grand. 
Two striking incidents occurred when 
the Emperor wa3 passing through the re­ 
viewing fleet. 
His vessel coming opposite 
the W hite Star steamer, the Teutonia band 
played "Die W acht’ am R hein” and the 
passengers all united in cheers. A little later 
the Grief ran down the steam yacht Santa 
Maria. 
There was much excitem ent but 
the yacht did r o t sink. 
In the naval 
show were 112 war vessels, having on board 
23,000 men. 
The striking figure on the 
bridge of the H oheczollern was the Em ­ 
peror, who wore a cocked hat and the uni­ 
form of the German A dm iral.

THE SEWERAGE OF REDDING. 


D r. P a r k in s o n G ives H is V iew s on th e 
I m p o r ta n t Q u e stio n . 
[Occidental Medical Times, August 1st.] 
Tne enterprising town of Redding, at the 
northern extrem ity of the great valley of 
the Sacramento, has decided that its needs 
demand a system of sewerage, and proposes 
to spend in the neighborhood of $22 000 for 
that purpose. This step and the abandon­ 
m ent o f the filthy cesspo " 
vault, is most commendable, but when it is 
proposed to dum p the sewage into the Sac­ 
ram ento river, we m ust indignantly pro­ 
test against such a procedure. 
There is no 
question of its illegally or of the fact that 
the authorities can oe at on^e and per­ 
m anently enjoined by any citizen who 
will be injured by such action. 
As far as 
Sacramento, whose water supply is derived 
from the river, is concerned, the question 
is not of immediate vital importance. 
Redding is, by river, almost 170 miles to 
the northward, and the sewage m atter may 
be practically harmless before it reaches 
our source of supply. 
We shall consider 
the question in iis broader aspect, as estab­ 
lishing a precedent for the wholesale con­ 
tam ination of this river. 
The population of Redding is not less 
than 2,500, and it is increasing rapidly. The 
works in progress will convert the entire 
sewage of this town direct into the Sacra­ 
mento, w ithout the intervention of catch­ 
ment basin, tank or screen. 
The water 
supply of the town, obtained from the river, 
is abundant, and at a pressure ot seventv 
feet. 
It will, therefore, be seen that the 
am ount of discharge through an outfall 
pipe of twelve inches diam eter will be 
quite considerable, am ounting to say 200,- 1 
0C0 gallons in twenty-four hours.' The 
Sacramento, at Redding, is from 250 to 300 
feet in width, of varying depth and clear as j 
ciystal. 
This is the magnificent body of •’ 
water that it is proposed to defile. So far, ’ 
there is no town above Redding discharging 
sewage into the Sacramento, but we can 
hardly expect, if the present course be 
tolerated, that other towns will not avail 
themselves of this apparently cheap and 
easy solution of the sewerage question. Of 
all methods of sewage disposal, that of 
water carriage in a living stream is the 
most wasteful and unpardonable. Material

tific principles, render it inuocuous, and at 
the same tim e retain the chemical elements 
to be returned to the soil. 
Experience has 
amply proved that works of this character 
can he conducted on an economical basis, 
and, 
at

made 
self supporting. 
Properly managed they are neither dan­ 
gerous to health, nor even a source of un­ 
pleasantness. 
Redding 
has 
excellent 
natural facilities for the disposal of her 
sewage by irrigation, and we trust that so 
good an opportunity for dem onstrating the 
feasibility of m odem scientific methods 
will not be lost by our enterprising neigh­ 
bor. 
M eanwhile our local authorities should 
at once take the necessary steps to prevent 
the establishm ent of the nuisance. The 
m anner in which the subject has been 
hitherto treated is not creditable to the in ­ 
telligence of the Trustees. That towns on 
the Ohio and other great Eastern rivers 
derive 
their water supply from 
these 
streams, though contaminated with sewage, 
and do not suffer therefrom, is untrue. 
An inspection of their vital statistics wili 
indisputably prove that the general pre­ 
valence of fevers of a typhoid type is co­ 
incident with a low river, and the conse­ 
quent decreased dilution of the noxious 
material. Sacramento can act with clean 
hands, for although there is no town below 
us derivrag its water supply from the river, 
this city has never polluted the stream by 
discharging anything worse than sipoge 
water into it.
